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Classification Decision:

SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Zipper contains sexually explicit text with a preponderance of 
male nudity and descriptions of sexual activity between adult men. There are close-up 
depictions of buttocks, chests, and penises in various states of arousal. The pictures 
present entire male bodies rather than a focus on specific anatomy. One picture of 
the act of urination in the magazine depicts a man urinating in the wilderness after 
removing his clothes. His buttocks and back dominate the picture with the stream of 
urine falling into the distance. The man was acting the part of a fireman in the photo 
display. Four pictures of various size present a man dressed in BD gear who adopts 
titillating postures. The magazine includes personal letters, medical advice, stories, 
telephone advertisements, book and videotape reviews all of a sexually explicit nature. 
One letter inquires about the safety of tasting urine and faeces. The medical reply 
from the doctor gives the facts and does not promote or support the action of drinking 
urine or coprophagy. 

Given the manner of portrayal of nudity and the description of explicit sexual activity 
between men, the Classification Office finds that the availability of the magazine likely 
to be injurious to the public good unless it is made available to an adult audience. 

The Classification Office therefore classifies Zipper namely: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 
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
